Austin, Texas, Nov 3.— Senator Joe Burkett of Eastland was 
here yesterday on business with the higher courts and says that 
he is in receipt of a letter from Colonel A. E. Owsley of Denton 
advising that on Nov. 15 he will make definite announcement 
as to whether or not he will be a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor of Texas in 
next 
year’s 
primaries 
against Governor Neff, who v^ill seek a second term. 
Colonel 
Owsley is now-an officer in the national American Legion. 
He 
has been a member of the Texas legislature and was assistant 
attorney general of this state in attendance on the 
court 
of 
criminal appeals under appointment by Governor Hobby. Sena­ 
tor Burkett predicts there will be no special 
session 
of 
the 
legislature, saying there is too much of a storm brewing around 
the penitentiary system, and that a session would not be called 
until present conditions are smoothed over, which

some time in his opinion. 
The next regular session is not until 
January of 1923. 
According to Senator Burkett, the vagrancy law and the Dean

Houston, Texas, Oct. 28/—I don t 
believe that one person in Houston out 
of every ICO knows anything about 
the prominence of Houston as a rail­ 
road center, beyond the bare fact that 
17 railroads have their terminals here 
I will confess that I was among the 
ignorant ones, in a measure, until last 
week tv hen I was given an old time 
card of the railroads, published just at 
the close of the Civil W ar in the 
Houston Telegraph, which by com­ 
parison with the time cards of today, 
strikingly brings out the contrast of 
the facilities of that day and this. 
There is not a city town or vollage 
in the United States and Canada to­ 
day having a railroad that is not in 
direct and intim ate connection with 
Houston, while schedules have been 
reduced fourfold, so that a journey 
that required three or four days to 
make in those days is now made in 
one. 
Today there are 120 passenger 
trains arriving or departing at or 
from Houston every 24 hours, or an 
average of one train every 12 minutes. 
These are passenger trains and if the 
unknown number of freight trains 
could be added, the average would be 
cut down to possibly four or five min­ 
utes.

In the beginning of the war, trains 
over the T. & N. O. road ran as 
far as Orange but the line was aban­ 
doned between Beaumont and Orange 
and the rails were used in the con­ 
struction of forts by the Confederate 
authorities. The same thing was done 
to the E ast Texas road, which, under 
the name of the Henderson and Burk- 
ville railroad, had been chartered in 
1859 and had built about 30 miles of 
road north from Sabine Pass when the 
war started. 
Every bit of m aterial 
on that line was torn up and used by 
the Confederates, so that when peace 
came, the owners found that they had 
nothing but the right of way left and 
they quit right there and abandoned 
the line.

for the comfort and convenience of 
the citizens of Galveston, as a glance 
at it will show. 
A Houstonian courd
